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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 8, 10, 14-19, 23-31 , 33, 34 and 38-41 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Howarth (WO 03/001931) in view of Hilgren 
et al and Yang et al. Howarth discloses treating defeathered and eviscerated poultry 
carcasses with a microbiocidal composition as claimed by applicant using the same 
treatment procedures claimed by applicant except for inside-outside washing with said 
composition. Hilgren et al and Yang et al are applied as in paragraph no. 3, Paper No. 
051506. The use of an automatic transport, e.g. conveyor belts, to transport carcasses 
through a treatment system is conventional in this art. Finding the optimum bromine 
residual of the composition used to treat the interior of the poultry carcass and the 
optimum bromine residual used to treat the exterior of the poultry carcass would require 
nothing more than routine experimentation by one reasonably skilled in this art. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed August 24, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Although water rinsing and subsequent drainage of the water from 
the poultry carcasses is not described in Hilgren et al, as applicant contends, such 
rinsing of treated carcasses to remove excess treatment solution and drainage of this 
solution after said rinsing are conventional process steps in this art.
